plain than compliment, we _ grud- 
gingly admit that the Corps’

we have ever seen here or else- 
where, and won us many local and 
out-of-town friends. We will also 
say that the department of the visit- 
ing corps was splendid. The school 
spirit shown by both could not have 
been better. In fact, everything a- 
bout the affair was most satisfactory 
—especially the score. 

The only thing we could find to 
gripe about was the fact that sever- 
al of our boys left their caps on, and 
one or two unbuttoned their collars. 
But I guess we are always doomed to 
have several like that in our midst. 

While on the subject of athletics, 
we can not refrain from making a 
few remarks on our pet aversion— 
professionalism in _ interscholastic 
sports. Much has been written re- 
cently by newspaper editors in the 
South about how this nefarious prac- 
tice is undermining the finer things 
college athletics are supposed to 
stand for—scholarship, sportsman- 
ship, and the physical development 
of the participants. 

If professionalism is bad for col- 
leges, it is certainly a great deal 
worse for preparatory schools. We 
know this only too well, after having 
watched our comparatively young, 
light, and inexperienced teams fight 
their hearts out in vain against older, 
heavier, and more experienced 
athletes who were already champions 
or members of all-state teams before 
being enrolled by the schools they 
now represent. 

It is true that we once had such a 
policy, but so did all the other 
schools with whom we competed. 
Recognizing the undesirability of the 
“tramp athlete,’ some schools, in- 
cluding Staunton, began a _ reform 
movement designed to place athletics 
on a higher plane by either abolishing 
or greatly modifying the system of 
athletic scholarships.
